GAGE SPEAKS AT BANQUET 


Two Cabinet Officers Are Heard at 
Baltimore Dinner. 


PAPER MONEY IS DISCUSSED 


Secretary of the Treasury Talks on 
the Financial Situation of the 
Country. 


Baltimore, February 3.—Two cabinet offi- 
cers were among the speakers at the an- 
nual banquet of the Merchants and Manu- 
facturers’ Association held here today. 
Secretary Gage, of the treasury, was the 
chief speaker, but Postmaster General 
Gary was also on the list, as were Con- 
gressmen Dingley, Allen of Mississippi and 
United States Senator Wellington. 

Secretary Gage, speaking to the toast, 
“The Relation of Business to Government 
Finances,” said in part: 

“It is the just compia:nt agamst govern- 
ment issues of paper money that, though 
obedient to tne iexisiat.ve will, it 18 never- 
theiess not in harmony witn higner eco- 
nomic law which Diesses Lhe ODcuent and 
Punishes all vioiat.on, whetner the Vidia~- 
ton be wilful or through ignorance. A 
true credit instrument, truthiuily eviden- 
cing that a thing of value has passed—yet 
Still exists in tact—even if transtormed in 
Shape and substance, such an instrument 
is clothed w.th the quality of legitimacy. 
If the fact be otherwise, if the vaque pass- 
ed bas been consumed, destroyed:or fost, 
the credit instrument itself becomes a com- 
mercial interioper, a misleading token, nor 
can kings, emperors or senates change the 
fact. 

“Tl have trespassed upon my time. I can 
only po.nt out the fact that our own legal 
tender notes, dear as tney are to the 
patriotic heart, serviceable as they were 
in a great crisis, are yet out of accord with 
the true economic laws. The value for 
which they were originally issued was im- 
mediately consumed or destroyed. As now 
reissued they are evidences of a Value al- 
ready consumed by the issuer, or of service 
already past. These notes, operating in the 
commercial field, are differentiated from 
true credit instruments which commerce can 
create, and if left at reasonable liberty will 
itself create, must somewhere work injury, 
even if we cannot distinctively point it out. 

‘In my opinion, it is here that business 
receives an injury, general and wide-reach- 
ing, throuveh its forced relat’ons to govern- 
ment paper money. I wish it were not so. 
I would be glad in this regard to he in 
error. Neither is it pleasant nor popular 
to hear this witness ‘f it be tue, but I 
know of no higher duty vpon the man who 
loves his country, who desires it to march 
in the vanguard of progress and pros- 
wert among the nations of the earth, than 
to deal faithfully according to ‘tthe light 
of h‘'s honest convictions with those great 
questions which affect for good or ill his 
country’s welfare.”’

Arid Lands Cause Debate.

Washington, February 3.—(Special.)—The 
Augusta postoffice matter is at last settled. 
The president today sent to the senate the 
name of Captain W. H. Stallings to be post- 
master at that city, and there is no ques- 
- ton of his confirmation. 
This ending of the-long controversy over 
‘the office is in acfordance with the predie- 
tions made at the time of the Georg:a con- 
ference at the white house when Lyons 
withdrew from the race on the president’s 
suggestion that he would get something 
patter; for it was understood that the de- 
cision as to Augusta was to rest with Ly- 
ons and his friends, and Lyons has ail 
along said that if he did not get the office 
Stallings would. Stallings is one of the 
best known citizens of Augusta. He has 
‘been an active republican for many years 
and no man in his party is more deserving. 
The only thing that can be said against 
bim is that he once figured in basebal!, but 
that was his misfortune, not his fault. 


This is the first of the Georgia appoint-, 


ments that were to come as the result of 
the white house conference. It is expected 
that the appointment of Deveaux as col- 
lector at Savannah will follow soon, for the 
term of Brock Becwith, the present in- 
cumbent, has expired. j 

Lyons has as yet had no Intimation of 
what he will get. but neither he nor his 
friends doubt that it will be something 
good. He was the president's personal 
dhoice for register of the treasury, and 
while still a candidate for the postoffice he 
.was offered the place of chief of the stamp 
divison in the postoffice department, but 
refused it. These show in what esteem he 
is held by his republican friends in the 
white house. There seems no doubt that 
in the end he will iand weil,

homination of McKinley.

“Smiling Charley’? Not Happy. 


There are a number of allegations aga‘nst 
ex-Congressman Buckley, who hoids the 
Montgomery office. He is charged with seli- 
ing a cadetship while in congressgend with 
bein a non-resident of Mantgomery, as 
his family has for twenty years resiled in 
New York. Then therg are severil alje- 
gations relating to business transactions, 
and on top of it all is a charge of grcss 
immorality.

TAX COLLECTOR INDICTED. 


He Will Be Held for Embezzlement 
in Hall County. 

Gainesviile, Ga., February 3.—(Special.)— 
Rev. T. L. Robcrtscn, former tax collector 
of Hail ecunty, was indicted this week by 
the grand jury for embezzlement. He has 
not yet been served with a warrant but it 
is presumed that he will be placed under 
arrest ina day ortwo. In all probability 
he will not endeavor to escape, but will give 
bond and stand trigl at the July term of 
Hall superior court. 

Robertson is accused of misplacing $8,401 
of the money collected by him when tax 
collector. What became of it no one knows, 
Robertson never being. able to give a sat- 
isfactory account of its whereabouts. Al- 
though the sbortage eccurred perhaps 
three years ago, the discovery was not 
made until January, 1897. A full investiga- 
tion of his books was then ordered, which 
resulted in confirming the report. 

Robertson’s bondsmen were called upon 
to make good the shortage, and the pres- 
ent grand jury gave it out this week that 
the bondsmen wou:id settle it by March 
Ist. A number of people, toox it for grant- 
€d that this vwus an end of it, and that 
R«bertson would not be ind.cted. 

Ex-Tax Collector Robertson is a Baptist 
preacher, and before and since his shortage 
vas made known he has from time to time 
been expounding this doctrine to the peo- 
ple. He has never attempted to run away 
or get beyond the Umits of the county, 
but has remained and will face the grave 
charge of embezzlement before Judge. Kim- 
sey, a fellow Baptist minister, at the July 
term of court. Many people believe that 
he did not intentionally defraud of the 
county out of $8,401, but that it was done 
throveh negligence or oversight.

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Two Pelk County Gentlemen Who Have 
Gone Into Sugar. 


UTILIZING THE WATERMELON 


Born in Economy, but Has Developed 
Into Enterprise. 


NEW INDUSTRY FOR THE SOUTHERN STATES 


Mr. W. V. Wray, Farmer, and Mr. D. 
J. Lowry, Merchant, Break Away 
from Old Traditions. 


Cedartown, Ga., February 3.—(Special.)— 
Two Polk county gentlemen have set the 
pace for a-great rival of the southern cane 
and western sugar beet by making sirup of 
Georgia watermelons. 

And the innovation which they set is go- 
ing to mark a distinctive period in the 
great sugar industry of the United States. 
The initiative step was born in an_insig- 
nificant effort at economy, but the experi- 
ment demonstrated the possibilities of a

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new and profitable industry that promises 
much for the future of the south. 
Mr. W. V. Wray, ah energetic and fairly 
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suecessful farmer of Walthall, about five 


miles from Cedartown, and Mr. D. J. Low- 
ry, a merchant of Cedartown, who owns a 
farm jointly with Mr. Wray, last year 
planted two acres in melons, and pro- 
duced a fine average of salable watermel- 
ons. So prolific was the melon crop and 
so glutted in consequence was the market, 
that these gentlernen set about to convert 
their seemingly worthless crop into a profi- 
table investment. They procured a common 
cane mill and proceeded to make watermel- 
on juice out of the melons. The meat of 
the melons was scooped out and the juice 
pressed out in this crude way. 

The watermelon cider was eonverted into 
sirup in the same manner as cane juice, in 
a common evaporator. Without an expert 
or any scientific process to test the proper 
degree of the sirup, the product was turned 
out aS an experiment, pure and simple, and 
today the melon sirup has Kept perfectly 
and has the fresh taste of new cane Sirup. 
It has the same color, and maintains the 
same commercial value. 

The two acres produced 3,000 melons, after 
several wagon loads of the largest melons 
were marketed, and from this product over 
100 gallons of sirup were made, It is the 
estimate of these gentlemen that an acre of 
average land will produce 1,500 melons, 
which will make fifty gallons of sirup. This 
sirup easily sells at 3) cents per gallon, or 
an income of $25 per acre on Georgia farm- 
ing lands. 

When it is reflected that sugar can be 
made from this kind of sirup. it will be 
seen at onee what the industry has in store 
for the southern farmer. both in diversify- 
ing his crops and making this section the 
arbitor of the great sugar business. The 
beet sugar culture is rapidly becoming a 
national industry. under the — friendly 
patronage of the government, and the best 
kinds of sagar producing cane only has 
been cultivated in favered regions of the 
south, but the lordly watermelon will grow

for market, millions will be raised for the 
Sugar industry distinctively.

Storekeeper Takes the Policeman’s 
Pistol and Club from Him 
Without Trouble. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
eon, Ga., February 3.—(Special.)}—Policeman 
Sol (Mack and his wife figured in two sen- 
Sational and exciting scenes ttoday, in 
which Mr. Edward Kobn, a well-known re- 
tail grocer, was also a prominent partici- 
pant. Mr. Kohn conducts his business next 
to the Park hotel, on First street. Mr. 
Mack purchased some pickles from him 
which Mrs. Mack returned to Kohn with 
the statement that sand was in the pickles. 
The pickles were sent by a negro boy. 
Policeman Mack says that Mr. Kohn sent 
Mrs. Mack an insulting message back in 
reply, but Mr. Kohn denies that he did 
anything of the kind. A difficulty ensued 
today about half-past 12 o’clock between 
Mack and Kohn. Mack was on duty as a 
policeman on the beat in which is situated 
Kohn’s store. 

Kohn’s story of the trouble today is as 
follows: He says he was on the sidewalk 
in front of his store just in the act of 
passing into the store from his wagon 
when Policeman Mack walked up to him 
and said: ‘“‘Kohn, what was that message 
you sent my wife?’’ Kohn replied: “I have 
not sent your wife any message.”’ 

(Mack then cursed Kohn and struck him 
on the side of the head with his fist. Kohn 
then knocked Mack down and took Mack’s 
pistol and club from him and carried them 
to police headquarters and delivered them 
to the station sergeant. Mack followed 
Kohn. Mack’s police uniform was covered 
with dust received when Kohn knocked 
him down, Mack says Kohn struck him 
first. Mack says he accosted Kohn about 
the message senit to Mrs. Mack, and Kohn 
immediately struck him. Kohn and Mack 
related their stories at police headquarters 
and cases were docketed against both of 
them for fighting, and Policeman Mack 
was also suspended from duty pending an 
investigation of the matter by the police 
committee of city council. Kohn says he 
took Policeman Mack’s club from him be- 
cause Mack tried to hit him with it, and 
he took Mack's pistol from him because 
Mack tried to draw ft to shoot him.

with the decision. The papers have never 
been received by the Twiggs county su- 
perior court, and until the official decision 
of the United States supreme court is re- 
ceived sentence cannot be passed upon 
Mrs. Nobles.

Fires More Easily Managed. 

From carefully revised figures fre- 
cently publshed by The New York 
Journal of Commerce, it appears that 
the work of the fire fiend in both the 
United States and Canada is yearly be- 
coming less and less destructive. 

The total fire loss for these two coun- 
tries for the past year aggregated in 
value $110,319,659 or $5,335,850 less than 
for the year preceding. "To show that 
this decrease is not due to exceptional 
or sporadic causes it may be seen from 
comparing the figures for the past year 
with for 1895 that the total de- 
crease in fire loss during.that period of 
time amounted to 819,520,050. In 1895 
the aggregate fire loss of 
States and Canada amounted to $129,- 
839.700: in 1896 to $115,655,500, and in 
1897 to $110,319,650.

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Georgia’s Verde Antique Marble, 

The fame of Georgia’s riah marble de- 
posits has penetrated into the furthest 
nook and corner of the land and called 
forth the following unique tribute from 
The Lewiston (Me.) Journal: 

In the early centuries of the Christian 
era, and possibly before, the exquisite 
green marble, veined with white, which 
they ancients prized so highly for orna- 
mental building purposes, was quarried in 
Thessaly. With the advent of the dark 
ages the location of the quarries was lost 
and has never since been found. The ruin- 
ed structures were stripped to afford dec- 
orations for modern churches, palaces, etc., 
and the marble became very expensive. 
Substitutes of ordinary green marble from 
Greece, France, Ireland, Italy and Amer- 
ica were offered, but nothing was found 
to equal the real Thessalian green, or 
verde antique, as it is called. For ten or 
fifteen years it has been known that there 
was a deposit of green marble in Georgia, 
but that it was as beautiful as the old 
Thessalian verde antique has only been 
realized in comparatively recent times. 
Geologists, by the way, do not classify 
verde antique as a green marble, but as a 
stone by itself—a serpentine—and they 
furthermore say that there is no such sub- 
stance as verde antique marble. But none 


the less the stone is everywhere Known as | 


green marble and within the last few 
months has won the highest praise from 
American architects and builders. Several 
of Chicago’s largest public buildings are 
be ng finished with this material, 

The quarry is now over sixty feet deep 
and the deeper it gets the better is the 
marbie. It is expected that the world at 
large will jump at the chance to secure a 
stone so like the rare old Thessalian green. 
When the first company organized to work 
the marble quarry they attempted to get 
out the stone by blasting with dynamite, 
Which shattered the stone and greatly 
wasted it. Shortly after the com- 
pany went into the hands of a receiver.’ 
Last spring a Chicago stock company was 


| Organ.zed and went to work with channel- 


ing machines. During the summer the rag- 
ged hole left by the former .ynamite 
method of working had been shaped out, 
the walis squared, the floor leveled, and 
now blocks of stone of regular sizes, Weigh- 
ing eight and ten tons, are taken out. 
The Cherokee county “verde antique’’ 
Seems likely to become as famous end in 
as great demand as was the gid Thessa- 
lian green marble.

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The Issue Can’t Be Dodged. 
While the democrats are uniting and 
harmonizing on the demand for the in- 
dependent free coinage of silver and 
Summoning to their ranks all men of 
every party who believe in the efficiency 
of that reform, it ig amusing to see that 
the leading republicans are trying hard 
to dodge the issue.

But the Washington correspondent of 
The Chicago Record credits Senator Ald- 
rich as saying that even the president 
has become too exxplicit and must be 
opposed in any effort he may make to 
sharply define the monetary issue. The 
Rhode Island senator believes that the 
republicans will be defeated this fallif 
the president keeps on as he has begun 
at the New York banquet. 

Frye and Aldrich are not statesmen, 
but they are perhaps the shrewdest pol- 
iticians (not to compare them with such 
notorious corruptionists as Hanna, Platt 
and Quay) to be found in the republican 
party. They perceive that it will be fatal 
the republican party to  de- 

unequivecally for the gold 
standard; they desire to leave 
door open so that some one qualified to 
speak for the party may be able to whis- 
per a good word for international bimet- 
allism. 

In point of fact, however, the repub- 
lican party has been swept past the point 
where it can afford to keep up the farce 
of international bimetallism.

They are well founded, are 
the complaints of the American colony 
against the government at Washington for 
not putting a stop to the present state of 
affairs, in which Americans are not in 
safety. Especially threatened are Coneu] 
General Lee and the officers of the consul- 
ate, on account, among other reasons, of 
their generous treatment of the starving 
poor of Cuba and of their efforts toward 
getting food from America. Of poor 
population—the reconcentrados—two-thirds 
have died of starvation. The man body 
was composed of women and children.

“The campaign in the eastern part of the 
island is not an aggressive one from a 
Spanish standpoint. General Blanco has 
gone there with the object of conquering 
the Cubans by bribery and through cor- 
ruption, aud in this he has already pioved 
unsuccessful, All over the rest of the 
island there are merely skirmishes. The 
Spanish government has just troops 
enough to guard the cities and sugar plan 
tations and such.

Even the interstate commerce commission 
has been under that impression. 

In order to explain Just what the situa- 
tion is vver there, Mr. W. M. Acworth, of 
lixeter, Engiand, published the following 
statement in a recent issue of The Nailroad 
UWazette: 

“in the official summary of the eleventh 
annuai repert of the interstate Commerce 
cOINnmission, printed by uhe Ralroaa Ga- 
2ette on Vevceinver 24h, there is a reterenece 
to mngiish law and praciice as tv long and 
short haul. As tne cCommiss.on his ap- 
parently misconeceived our law and misun- 
aerstood our practice, and as every one will 
“agree that a foreign precedent can only be 
Valuable if it is correctly cited, pernaps fl 
may in a fw words state the aciual facets. 

“The commission says: "No Engelisn court 
has ever vet held that the words “sane 
circumstances” in the txnglish act r 
competition,’ and then, after 
in trans-Missouri territory the long 
rates are now lower than the intermed)! 
rates, it adds: ‘It is DbDelieved that im 
other part of the civilized werld is suca ; 
proceeding tolerated.’ 

“Now, the only English act relating to 
railway irat@ec in whieh these words, ‘same 
circumstances,’ occur, is, to the best of my 
bel‘ef, the railway clauses conrsoiidation 
act, 1845. This act, by section %, provides 
that ‘all tolls * * * ‘shall be charged after 
the same rate * * * in respect of all pas- 
Sengers and goods * * * passing ony 
over the same portion of the line of rail- 
‘Way under the same circumsiances.’ In 
other words, it applies only where the hauls 
are identical, an@ has no application—as 
has been expressly decided by the house of 
lords—where the hauls are difterent, even 
though the one hau) be included in the 
other. 

‘The only statutory notice of this latte 
subject is in section 27 (3) of the traffle act 
of 1888. This subsection provides that ‘the 
court of the commissioners shal! have pow- 
er to direct that no higher charge shall be 
made to any’ person for services in respect 
of merchandise carried over a less distance 
than is made to any other person for simi- 
lar services in respect of the like descrip- 
tion and quantity of merchandise carried 
over a greater distance on the same line of 
railway.’ It will be seen that this sub- 
eection is merely enabling. 

‘To the best of my knowledge the railway 
commission has never yet been so much as 
asked to put its power in force. All over 
England the short haul is habitually 
charged more than the longer haul in which 
it is included: wherever—to use the phrase 
which the interstate commerce commission 
ehiects to, but which apparently the su- 
preme court approves—‘competition justifies 
the lower long haul charge.’ For instance, 
“xeter to Pimpton, 48 milés, Ss. 94.: to 
™yvmouth, 52 miles, 7s. 104.; to Lidford, 75 
aa flas,. 7s.

Suppose your 
jong and short haul clause put in force, it 
is impossible to imagine the Great Western 
reducing its rate.on the important traffie 
to Plymouth in order to retain its share 
of the petty business of Lidford. The Great 
Western then would simply put up the 
Lidford rate to the Plymouth level, and so, 
in fact, go out of the Lidford business alto- 
gether. And yet the interstate commerce 
commission is not, I faney, a believer in 
the advantages of abolishing competition. 

“If ought to apologize for occupying your 
space with a discussion of what I had fan- 
cied a somewhat elementary proposition. 
‘But really one so often sees the equity of 
principle underlying the long and short 
haul clause assumed as self-evident that I 
cannot refrain from asking what is the 
foundation of economic or commercial 
justice on which it rests. That where cir- 
cumstances are the same rates should be 
the same, we all agree. But where com- 
petition exists. are the eircumstances the 
same’? And, if so, what prevents compe- 
tition from being a circumstance? 

“T see that the interstate commerce com- 
mission further states that ‘pooling does 
not appear to be much resorted to in Eng- 
land, and under conditions there existing 
there is little or no oceasion for it.’ In a 
paper which Tf had the honor to contribute 
to your columns a few weeks back I show- 
ed that in fact pooling is a good deal re- 
sorted to, and that agreements to main- 
tain equal rates are quite universal. 

‘But with all respect, I should have 
thought that from the American point of 
view the important thing was not the ex- 
tent to which Dngl’sh railways do in prac- 
tice pool, but the fact that they are able 
lawfully to enter into pools when. where, 
and how they please, without publie con- 
trol, without even public notice, and that 
there is no desire on the part of any sec- 
tion of the public to abridge this liberty 
which has: not been found by experience to 
work any public injury.”

This precipitate action on the part of the 
pops will unquestionably force an early 
democratic state convention, because the 
democrats are honestly desirous of making 
good their promise of an old-fashioned ma- 
jority of 100,000 votes, and they do not want 
any of their opponents to get a start on 
them. But while the democrats seem to 
have already decided on most of the can- 
didates that are to make up their state 
ticket the populists are hopelessly at sea. 
There is no question that nine out Of every 
ten populists in the state want Tom Wat- 
son to run for governor, but the Hon, Tom 
is one of the minority and he is declining 
to run with a vigor which discourages his 
most sanguine supporters. The latter got 
up a postal card vote in his interest a 
few weeks ago, but Mr. Watson has or- 
dered it to be stopped with a peremptory 
tone that is most significant of his future 
intentions. 

It is pretty safe to gay that even the 
present overwhelming § sentiment of his 
party will not induce Mr. Watson to 
change his mind, and the populist leadérs 
are reluctantly turning to look for another 
gubernatorial candidate. They are not a 
very hopeful lot. When the executive com- 
mittee met here last December there was 
little enthusiasm manifested. Chairman 
Cunningham tendered his resignation on 
account of his being engaged in business 
in Chicago, but the committee refused to 
consider it, and by unanimous request it 
was laid on the table until the state con- 
vention. Colonel W. L. Peek, General 
Phillips and W. D. Hawkins, of the 
national reorganization committee elected 
at Nashville, were present and the action 
of the executive committee of that body 
was reported to the state executive com- 
mittee in full. 


Will Roast the Democrats. 


Judge Hines, the last populist candidate 
for governor, said yesterday that he would 
not again accept the nomination, and he 
declined even to discuss the possibilities 
already suggested in the newspapers. 
He said he had heard the Hon. Walter RQ. 
Hill, of Macon, spoken of and he spoke in 
most complimentary ‘terms of Mr. Hill, but 
he declared it as populistie doctrine to let 
the convention name its own candidates. 
Other third party leaders who Were ap- 
proached on the subject said pretty much 
the same thing, and the consensus of opin- 
ion W s that nobody knew what was going 
to be done. With Mr. Watson out of it. the 
only names mentioned were Representative 
Branch, of Columbia, and Hogan, of Lin- 
coln, and Senator Yancey Carter, of Hart.

Be Considered. 


CONVENTION MAY BE RATHER LIVELY 


There Are Several Quarantine Theo- 
ries and They Will All Have 
Their Advocates. 


in Mobile, Ala., February 9th, promises 

to be of great interest. The object of 
thg convention is the study of quarantine 
in its relations to epidemic diseases in 
genera}, and to yellow fever especially. It 
is the intention to have present at the 
investigation representatives from nearly 
every profession. 

It was thought that by having the con- 
vention composed of lawyers, physicians, 
ministers, railroad officials, journalists, 
merchants and representatives from the 
national and state governments, the sub- 
jects for discussion would be considered 
broadly and practically, and with the sole 
purpose of reaching the wisest solutiuns. 

The national quarantine question will oc- 
cupy a large portion of the time during the 
convention. This question has been discuss- 
ed throughout the country and has many 
advocates. Of the governors who will at- 
tend the convention three favor a national 
quarantine, while two favor local control. 

Governor Atkinson will not attend as 
was first announced. He will remain in this 
city to preside over the manufacturing 
convention to be held at the Capitol Feb- 
ruary 10th,

No Important Changes in Situation of 
Crop Apprehended. 

Cincinnati special to the Central cotton, 
stock and grain exchange—Cincinnatl 
Price Current says: “Mild weather con- 
tinued during a portion of the weck follow- 
ed by low temperature, which, at the close, 
is the severest experienced thus far this 
season in this region. uch of the wheat 
area is protected by snow, but the present 
hard freezing will find considerable area 
exposed,’and what the effect may be can- 
not he toid at this time. So far as can 
now be stated no important changes in tne 
situation of the crop are apprehended. The 
situation with reference to marketing 
operations has continued much as previ- 
ously. The low temperature, however, wil. 
improve the roads and facilitate the move- 
ment of produce. so that enlargement in 
marketing operations may very likely re- 
sult. The government’s final estimate of 
the cereal crops has been promu/gated this 
week, confirming the previous ind'‘cations. 
The wheat estimate does not appear to be 
seriously faulty, but the yield of corn 
seems high, in view of so much evidence of 
disappointment in the y‘eld. If the official 
estimate is not faulty itn this respect there 
will most likely be quite a liberal surplus 
of th!s grain to go over to the next crop 
year, which fact will continue to operate 
against extreme prices, at least for some 
time to come. The wheat market is shift- 
ing about in an uncertain way under the 
menacing power of large concentrated 
holdings of this grain. The regular course 
of milling ana distribution of flour is more 
or less d‘sturbed and interfered with, with 
the probable result that less wheat will get 
into consuming channels in the next few 
months than wou!d otherwise have been the 
ease. Should the prevailipg outlook of the 
incoming crop not be impaired the wheat 
ho'ding business may in time prove tire- 
some.

The man next to him hap- 
vened to know that car did not have any 
heaters in it, but he thought that he would 
humor the joke. After the car had fairly 
Started on the journey to Decatur the old 
man’s partner exclaimed: “This thing is 
too hot for me, I have to take my feet off 
Or my shoes will burn.” ‘That’s right,’ 
said the old man, “‘my feet got so hot I 
had to take them away from the derned 
heater.’’ By the tme that the car had 
reached the outskirts of town the man who 
was onto the joke got the old fellow with 
the cold feet so hot that he had to go 
out on the platform to cool off.

“Savannah does not have many sensa- 
tions,”’ said a resident of that city who 
was in Atlanta yesterday. ““‘We have to 
depend on the political fights between the 
Citizens’ Club and the Liberals for the spice 
of life. At present, however, We are some- 
what exercised over a courtmartial. It is 
not so exciting as the courtmartial which 
Atlanta had last year, of course. Savannah 
could not hope to compete with Atlanta 
even in her sensations, but for a quiet city 
the Carter courtmartijal is quite an event, 
Captain Oberlin Carter has been a promi- 
nent figure in our town for about twelve 
years.

He saw that it was a 
good thing and he quit the army and form- 
ed a partnership with the Gaynors, of New 
York state. 

“From that day to this no one has ever 
been able to get a contract to deepen the 
river except Green & Gaynor. The charge 
against Carter is that he favored this firm 
in awarding the contracts and in the work, 
permitting them to do work which he would 
turn down for any other firm. The wit- 
nesses for the government have testilied 
that the government paid more than ten 
times the cost of a large part of the work. 

“This is not thé first time Carter has 
been investigated. A few years ago charges 
were preferred against him by a former en- 
gineer named Curtis, who had been em- 


ployed under Carter. Curtis said that the | 


work was imperfect and that the govern- 
ment Was not getting the results which it 
should have for the money it was spending. 
There was no courtmartial that time. 
Some army officers were sent down from 
Washington to look into the charges and 
they held a formal inquiry with the result 
that Carter was vindicated 

“There was a bit of unwritten" history 
about that [nvestigation which created a 
great deal of talk at the time, but I do 
not think anything about it was ever pub- 
lished. Some statements which were made 
brought on a correspondence between two 
prominent young men of our city, one of 
whom was Carters friend and the other 
was a friend of Curtis. The upshot of the 
matter was that the correspondence reach- 
ed the point where the men had to fight 
the next day. There seemed to be no way 
out of HM uniless one of them apologized, 
and that did not seem to be probable. Their 
seconds.were men who are well known in 
Savannah and neither would yield. Well, 
sir, Carter jumped on a ship and went to 
New York. In some way the report got 
out in the Oglethorpe Club that two of its 
members were on the eve of fighting a duel 
the next morning. They were both popular 
young fellows and the older members took 
the matter up, went to the®seconds and 
asked them to permit an arbitration to be 
attempted. That is permissible under the

members of the club. The principals were 
made to agree to abide by the result of 
the arbitration.

Wah cannot talk English himself, but 
his friend and partner, Lum Ling, the 
father of Georgia’s only Chinese baby, and 
who enjoys the additional fame of hav.ng 
a real live Chinese wife, tells a harrowing 
tale of the Chinaman’'s suffering during 
the night at police station. Lum says ne 
saved Wah’'s hfe by pulling off his own 
overcoat and giving it to Wah to wear al 
the police station. 

According to Lum Ling, Wah was work- 
ing hard to put a nice glessy finish on 
Camp's clothes when the railroad man 
came to the laundry and hurried the Ch .na- 
man. Wah told him to wait, as he wanted 
to make the collars smooth and slick, Just 
like Camp wanted. Camp wouldn't wait, 
and in a few minutes a big policeman went 
to Wah’s laundry and jerked him out into 
the cold night air. 

“Le big p'leesun no likee Lee Wah 
clause Wah, he no givee p’leesun cligar, 
when he asked Wah, and Wah tell him he 
glot no cligar blut for hisself,’’ said Lum 
Ling in explanation of the officer’s alleged 
jill feel.ne for Wah. 

Wah’s refusal to give the officer @ good 
cigar was very unwise, if Lum is to be 
believed, for Lum says that the policeman 
wouldn’t allow Wah to get his clothes. 
In detailing this part of the narrative 
Lum’s eyes filled with tears, @nd he toid 
in eloguent Chinese dialect of the horrible 
agony which his friend endured from the 
cold.

He says that he went to see Wah at the 
police station; that Wah was freezing to 
and he took his overcoat and gave 
friend. He charges that he htm-

Members of Pioneer Society Want Ac- 
curate Account of Atlanta’s Past.

The Scciety Will Furnish Orator of 


the Semi-Centennial Interest- | 
ing Information. 


A number of the members of the Pioneer 
Society met tn the courtroom of the city 
court yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock and 
discussed the preparation of a history of 
the city of Atlanta from the time of its 
first settlement to the present time. 

It will devolve upon the historian of the 
society to instruct the orator of the oc- 
casion Of Atlanta's semi-centennial and 
members will furnish all the information 
they have to Captain W. A. Fuller, the 
historian oOf- the society, that he might 
have it at his command. 

The committees appointed at the last 
meeting to investigate and learn whit 
amount of work had been accomplished by 
the members of the society who were dele- 
gated with separate parts of the histury 
reported. 

Rev. Dr. Thomas has compiled much of 
the history of the churches of Atlanta and 
has interesting and importany data on 
this subject. He wil! arrange it in a chro- 
nological order and turn it over to the 
historian of the society. 

Captain Fuller reported that 
had been the historian of the soc‘ety had 
guthered much of the persona! memoirs 
of the society and a great deal of historical 
information of the ¢ity’s growth. He sug- 
gested that some one ought to be chosen 
to write the history of the city under the 
auspices of the society. It wou'd make a 
book that wou!d be accurate, reliable and 
one that would perpetuate the society and 
endear it to the people of Atlanta. 

The suggestion was thought a good one 
and will probably be followed out. Each 
member of the society is requested to write 
his recollections of the city and a brief 
sketch of himself to be embodied in tire 
book. The sketches by the o!d inhabitants 
will be consolidated and a correct account 
of the events that have happéned here 
since it was Marthasville will be recorded. 

The society will give their notes to the 
one who is chosen to write the historical 
sketch for the semi-centennial and he wt! 

The 
society adjourned to .méet at the call of 
the cha'rman, at which t'me the historian 
will make a report of what he has on hand 
in regard to the history.
